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Continuation of 11 , does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments filed on 10/31/2007 are not 
persuasive. First, it is noted that the applicants' appear to have ignored the examiner's response to arguments in the final Office action 
mailed on 8/31/07. The applicants appear to be arguing that the claim language requires the communication adapters to remain 
"permanently" disabled in order to reduce power consumption. Nothing in the claim language specifies how long the adapters must 
remain disabled. The fact that the combination discloses that the communications adapters not being used are periodically reenabled in 
order to check for the availability of an access point does not preclude the combination from falling within the scope of the claim. The fact 
that the combination's communications adapters remain disabled for a shorter period of time than that disclosed in the applicant's 
specification is also irrelevant. Adapeters that are disabled, even if only temporarily, inherently results in reduced power consumption. . 
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
